Damage for Auto Accident. 


Thomas Nelson, of Cbaenbersbunr. 


well knowu in this county as a bridge 
contractor

the defendant last 


week in a civil case tried in the courts 
of Franklin County. The case was one 
for damages for injury received by an 
automobile driven by Mr. Nelson. 


The plaintiff, Miss Marie Kauffinan 


a dress maker testified that'ou May 
23, 1907 after getting off a trolley car 
she was struck by the auto and thrown 
from curb to sidewalk receiving a cut 
hand and a cut on her ankle, which 
resulted in the leg becoming stiff and 
was in bed two weeks, suffering pain 
in her back and neck, that for two 
months she went to the hospital daily 
for message treatment, and that she 
was still unable to walk well her right 
ankle being weak. 


Defendant Nelson on the witness 


stand said his machine did not strike 
the woman, only the mud guard brush- 
ed her dress but admitted he saw her 
lying down on the sidewalk and went 
back to see whether she was hurt. 


The jury decided that even brushing 


dress with mud guards so that hand 
and leg were injured was sufficient 
basis for a verdict and they gave the 
woman last Thursday §4,666.95 dam- 
ages. It is the first case of damages 
for auto accident in Franklin County 
and will have a wholesome effect to- 
wards more careful auto driving.

was? sowed last summer on strips of 
ILIIC! on farms of Dellonc & Gitt and S. 
L. .Johns in Conowago township. A 
grain drill was used in planting the 
seed and the crop was cut with a mow- 
er toward fall. Hemp is an annual 
herb of the nettle family and varies 
in height from six to twelve feet. It 
is not the height which is desired, 
however, but hemp is graded according 
to the [tiality of the fibre. Ordinarily 
but two months are required for the 
rrop to mature, shooting from a green 
plant into a stalk about the thickness 
of a lead pencil. There are male and 
female stalks, the male buds blowing 
to the female stalks, which produce 
the seed. 


When the crop is cut it lies on the 


ground for several weeks for the pur- 
pose of rotting the stalks. Rain and 
sun contribute to this condition. It 
is then gathered in shocks- like corn 
and left stand until ready for break- 
ing. This process consists of remov- 
ing the fibrous skin or bark, which 
represents the lint, afterwards used 
for weaving coarse cloth, and in cord- 
age. 


A pawer machine has been invent- 


,ed to replace the hemp-brake or "hack- 
le" formerly used. The machine con- 
sists of two cylindrical steel rollers, 
between which a small 
bundle of 


stalks are run by the operator. The 
rollers break the "nurd" which is the 
inner part of the stalk. These broken 
bits are thus separated from the fibre 
which returns to the operator by a re- 
versal of the rollers. The lint is then 
knotted and placed on piles ready for 
delivery to the mills. 


The two crops in this place being 


ready for breaking. Mr. Dewey came 
back with J. W. Poindexter, of Cyn- 
thiana, Kentucky, an expert 
hemp- 


grower, who superintended the break- 
ing. 
Jlr. Poindexter 
declared the 


hemp on the Johns farm as fine as any 
pioduct he had seen anywhere, al- 
though he found that it had not been 
given sufficient time to rot; conse- 
quently the breaking was not as satis- 
factory as it might have been. 


The average yield per acre is a 


thousand pounds, the market price of 
which is six cents a pound, or $60 an 
acre for the grower. There is not a 
crop on the farm as profitable nor 
raised with so little attention. 


The yield from 5-8 of an acre on the 


Gitt & Delone farm was 960 pounds of 
lint, and on the Johns farm nearly 
two acres were planted, and the yield
